The contest was mainly significant in 
breaking party lines which have been main- 
tained with few exceptions during the early 
stages of the debate. On the final vote 
eight democratic senators voted against 
Mr. Vest’s proposition, namely: 

Messrs. Bacon and Clay, of Georgii: Me- 
Enery, of Louisiana; McLaurin and TIII- 
man, of South Carolina; Martin, of Vir- 
ginia; White of  Caiifornia, and 
Rawlins, of Utah. On the other 
hand, Mr. Carter, republican and Mesers. 
Cannon and Mantle, silver republicans, vot- 
ed for the Vest motion. 

Following this a vote to substitute the 
Wilson lumber schedule was defeated—21 
to 37—and the schedule was agreed to as 
reported. :

WANTED THE CUBAN QUESTION 


Bailey Resisted Motion To Adjourn 
House, but Was Defeated. 
Washington, June 7.—Mr. Bailey, of Tex- 
as, the minority leader, was in his seat 
when the house met today for the first 
time in a fortnight. On motion of Mr. 
Dingmore, of Arkansas, the senate resolu- 
tio to permit Carlos Guttierez, of Salva- 
tor, to be received as a cadet at West 
Point was adopted. After the passage of 
two senate bills authorizing the construc- 
tion of bridges, Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, 

moved an adjournment. 

“As long as the Cuban resolution and 
the bankruptcy bill are undisposed of, in- 
terposed Mr. Bailey before the vote was 
taken, we feel constrained to resist these 
motions to adjourn.” 

The opposition scored its first victory 
this session when, on a rising vote, the 
motion to adjourn was defeated 79 to 80. 
The opposition cheered the announcement. 
Mr. Grosvenor immediately demanded the 
yeas and nays, which were ordered. 

The roll reversed the previous vote and 
the motion: to adjourn was carried 91 to 
79: present and not voting, 11. Mr. Terry 
made the point of no quorum and the fur- 
ther point that the house could not ad- 
journ for more than one day without a 
quroum.

Washington, June 7.—(Special.)—Aneother 
cabinet rumor is afloat. It is that John 
Sherman is to be shoved out of the cabinet 
to make way for Judge Day. The predic- 
tion is freely made that Sherman will be 
forced to resign before the end of the year. 

The same crowd that pushed the old man 
out of the senate by putting him into the 
cabinet chair, which he did not want, Is be- 
hind this move. 

As it is, Sherman is very little consiifted 
about matters of state. He has been en- 
tirely relieved of the Cuban diplomatic mat- 
ters, these being but in the hands of Judge 
Day, who is in constant conference with 
the president. From these conferences Sec- 
retary Sherman is quietly excluded, Mo- 
Kinley has begn persuaded that it is not 
safe to confide anything to Sherman, whose 
garrulity is continually getting him into 
trouble. Sherman feels his position keenly, 
but can say nothing. * 

There will be no movement toward getting 
rid of him before the Ohio election, how-

The action of the queen regent in re- 
storing the Canovas ministry is regarded 
in diplomatic circles here as a distinct dee- 
laration that no American intervention 
will be considered; and there can be no 
possible excuse for the republican leaders 
delaying action longer upon the belliger- 
ency resolutions of which they have been 
so afraid. 

It looks tonight as if the Cuban cause is 
decidedly in the aseendant. The result is, 
there is a revival of the war talk which 
has manifested itself upon seyeral oc- 
casions this year. Everything now hangs 
on Calhoun’s report. 

Pressing Bartlett for Place. 

This morning the members of the Geor- 
gia delegation in the house made a call on 
Speaker Reed to urge that he appoint Judge 
Bartlett to the vacancy on the ways and 
means committee created by the resigna- 
tion of Senator McLaurin. 

The report which found its way in some 
of the Georgia papers that Judge Maddox 
would be a candidate for this place was an 
entire mistake. Judge Maddox was one of 
the first to suggest that Judge Bartlett be 
presented for the place. 

Speaker Reed spoke highly of Judge 
Bartlett personally and of his qualifica- 
tions, but referred to the fact that he had 
put two Georgians, Crisp and Turner, on 
this committee in the last congress and one, 
Livingston, on appropriations, and the 
pressure for place on those committees is 
very great. He could not say what would 
be done. 

As the Georgians were leaving the speak- 
ers room Congressman Adamson re. 
marked: 

“I suppose, Mr. Speaker, that you are 
not going to appoint the committees to- 
day?’ 

“Well,” drawled the big speaker, that 
may depend on what new leader the demo- 
crats spring on me today. I have thought 
it might be as well to appoint the elections 
committees and see if we can’t do some- 
thing for the over-abundance of leaders 
from which the minority is suffering.”

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FIGHT WAS BASED ON

Real Meaning of the Democratic Victory 


In Missouri. 
DEMOCRATS ARE ENTHUSIASTIC 


Bailey Talks of the Fight and the 
Feeling of the People. 


PREDICTS BRYAN’S RENOMINATION IN 1900 


Declares for Him in Strong Terms—A 
Significant Interview With the 
Democratic Leader.

Washington, June 7—(Speclal.)— There 
could be no better proof or evidence of the 
conditions prevailing throughout the coun- 
try than is furnished by the result of the 
special election in the first Missouri district. 
Every tendency is toward democracy; 
everything points as surely as indications 
can point to democratic victories in the 
future.” 

This statement of the situation and of 
the election results came from the man 
best qualified of all men to comment on 
that election. It was Congressman Bailey, 
of Texas. Mr. Bailey has just returned 
from Missouri, where he went to lead the 
democratic fight in this very significant 
election contest. That it was regarded as 
particularly significant was shown by the 
desperate efforts which the administration 
leaders made to elect the republican nomi- 
nee, and the special plea they made to re- 
publican voters that defeat meant reflection 
on the McKinley administration. Many of 
their strongest men were enlisted in the 
fight in behalf of Clark, the repubMcan 
nominee; there was no lack of republican 
money, the national committee contribut- 
ing heavily from its corruption fund; and 
every means known to republican managers 
was employed in Clark’s behalf. In view 
of these facts and for other reasons, as 
Mr. Bailey explained, the interest in this 
contest has been much more than local and 
the victory of the democrats is particularly 
significant. 

Light Vote, Increased Majority. 

“It was a hot contest,“ continued Mr. 
Bailey, in commenting on the result, and 
the democratic victory was even greater 
than we had hoped. In the November elec- 
tion the democratic candidate was elected 
by a majority of something over 2,000, there 
being but two real candidates in the field. 
In this special election with two men run- 
ning against him, McLoyd, the democratic 
nominee, had a clear, majority of over 
3,000. 1 

“Do you regard the election as having 
particular national significance?” 

“Most assuredly I do. Coming as it did 
right in the first bloom of the new adminis- 
tration it was universally taken as signifi- 
cant of the feeling in the country. Of 
course the republican leaders are now try- 
ing to minimize the meaning of it and are 
talking about its being simply a local con- 
test. If they had won you would have 
seen them heralding it forth as the most 
S.gnificant election of the decade—as a 
great indorsement of the administration 
and all that. The fact that with but 80 
per cent of the vote out the democrats 
showed a much greater majority than at 
the November election, shows the extent 
of the victory in figures; and a study of 
„the conditions -ghows that it was even 
greater. The democratic vote in that. dis- 
trict is the rural vote, while the repub- 
Uscans are in the towns. The conditions were 
all favorable to the republicans and they 
got out a bigger proportion of their vote 
than the democrats did. And yet so strong- 
ly have the after-election events and the 
results of the republican promises impress- 
ed themselves upon the people, that there 
Were steady and emphatic democratic 
gains. 

Magnificent Indorsement of Platform. 

“Another most significant feature of that 
election,“ ccntinued the democratic ‘eader 
of the house, “and one full of meaning, is 
found in the fact that the contest was 
fought absolutely on the lines of the Chi- 
cago platform. Every democratic speaker 
baesd his argument, and the whole canvass 
was made, on the principles enunciated at 
Chicago. In all of my speeches I took 
the position that the Chicago platform 
Ppresccrted not only the democratic doc- 
trine of the past but the democratic doc- 
trine of the future. I contended that 
every true democrat stood squarely on that 
platform and that no gold man could take 
a word from it nor could any populist add 
a word to it. How truly this sentiment 
met the approval of the democratic masses

The fight was made, as I say, squarely 
on the Chicago platforia and it is this 
feature of it that seems to me most sig- 
nificant, showing as it does to those who 
may have had doubts what the sentiments 
of the democratic masses are.“ 

“Did you find any contrary disposition at 

all among democrats?” I asked. 
Democrats Absolutely United. 
“Not in the least,” was Mr. Bailey's 
prompt reply. “This thing is evident to 
everybody who has gone among the peo- 
ple—that every man who voted for Bryan 
in November is as strongly and as hearti- 
ly for the party and the principles it 
stands for now as he was then. There are 
absolutely no defections. Many mcn who 
were led off by misrepresentations of these 
gold men calling themselves democrats, 
have seen their mistake and are back in 
the party to vote for its candidates and 
stand to its principles. The leaders of the 
gold element will affiliate with the republi- 
cans in the future, but they cannot take 
any followers into the enemy's camp, for 
they have none. As for the men who were 
populists—those who left the party be- 
cause of Cleveland and Clevelandism are 
back in the democratic party and back to 
stay just as long as the party is true to 
democratic principles. This means the 
great mass of those who were formerly re- 
garded as populists. As for what is known 
as the middle-of-the-road element, that 
will naturally keep up a separate and dis- 
tinct organization for it consists almost 
wholly of leaders whose political existence 
depends upon keeping up some sort of 
separate organization, But they, like the 
gold standard leaders, are leaders without 
any substantial following. 

The fact is, to sum it up, that there 
never was a time when the democratic 
masses were so thoroughly in accord as 
they are now in their allegiance to the 
principles of the Chicago platform; there 
never was a time when the party ranks 
were so compact; there never has been a 
time when the prospects for future victory 
have been so bright. 

Predicts Bryan’s Nomination. 

It is absolutely certain that the next 
national convention will readopt the Chi- 
cago platform and make Mr. Bryan its 
nominee. Ordinarily it is hardly safe to 
predict so far ahead as to the nominee, 
but in this cas it is different. The cer- 
tainty of the platform means the certain- 
ty of the man. It will be impossible to 
disassociate Mr. Bryan from that ‘plat- 
form. He is a part of the fight of 1896, 
and to adopt the platform of last year and 
refuse the nomination of Mr. Bryan would 
in my opinion be a serious mistake.“ 

Coming as this does from Mr. Balley. 
the declaration is valuable. Out in the 
Missouri campaign Champ Clark, in in- 
troducing Bailey, hailed him as a prob- 
able nominee for the presidency. Some of 
the unfriendly papers jumped at this and 
endeavored to make it appear that Bailey 
was figuring on the nomination. This, 
taken in conjunction with the knowledge 
that at one time Bailey and Bryan were 
not fully agreed on some questions, has 
been magnified to such an gxtent that Mr. 
Bailey has thought it opportune to express 
his views on the matter. He eomes out 
squarely for Bryan’s nomination. 

Bryan is identified with the Chicago 
platform and with the issues of 1896, indis- 
solubly, No man can so fully represent that

Bigger and Broader Than Ever. 


Then, as if to explain the differences 
which once existed and his own position im- 
mediately after the nomination of the ticket: 
at Chicago, Mr. Bailey went on to say: 

“Mr. Bryan is a better democrat now 
than he was when he was nominated. I dif- 
fered from him in many of his earlier opin- 
ions and convigtions, but since his nomina- 
tion he has kept himself in everything he 
has said and done strictly within the limi- 
tations of the Chicago platform and that 
platform is good enough for me or any oth- 
er democrat to stand on. When Mr. Bryan 
first entered congress six years ago he was 
a tariff specialist, his studies having 
confined largely to economic questions. 
Since then he has broadened out immense- 
ly and I know of no man who more fully 
represents the popular idea of pure democ- 
racy than hedoes. Heis atrue American, 
a patriot and a man whom the democrats 
of the country feel that they can trust. 
Yes, Bryan will be the nominee, the plat- 
form will be re-adopted and the people will 


win.” 
A Significant Feature. 

It is known that some of the Missouri 
democrats were afraid at first they had 
made a mistake in asking Bailey to lead 
the fight in the first district. They based 
this fear on the outspoken and aggressive 
character of Bailey’s democracy and the 
belief that he might by some of Ris utter- 
ances drive off the populists who had voted 
for Bryan and whose support was consid- 
ered so essential to Lloyd's success. 

The results show most clearly the truth 
of what Bailey says of the return of the 
populists to the fold. He made his fight 
right from the first on the broad ground 
that the Chicago platform is true demo- 
cratic doctrine and that no good man can 
take a word from it, and no populist add a 
word to that platform.” Throughout the 
district the men who had all the time been 
at heart democrats, but who had been driv- 
en temporarily into the populist ranks by 
the Cleveland betrayal of the party, came 
back and supported Lioyd as they had sup- 
ported Bryan. 

This campaign demonstrated, as future 
compaigns will emphasize, the fact that

Premier 
Canovas himself, at the cabinet council, 
foreshadowed the necessity of giving them 
some satisfaction, hinting a change in min- 
isters of foreign affairs at an early date. 

The general opinion in court circles here 
is that Canovas remains in power because 
he alone supports Governor General Wey- 
ler, to whom a brief opportunity will be 
accorded to give effect to his promises to 
pacify the two eastern provinces of Cuba in 
a short time. , 

“Before Canovas returned to power on 
Sunday, the queen regent called all the 
leading senators and members of the cham- 
ber of deputies to consultation in regard to 
affairs in Cuba. They joined with the 
marshals of the army in the opinion that 
General Weyler should be recalled and 
that some one, probably Marshal Martinez 
de Campos, be sent out to pacify the isl- 
and and forestall any action on the part 
of the United States government.” 

Washington, June 7.—Secretary Sherman 
last evening received the following cable- 
gram from United States Minister Hannis 
Taylor, at Madrid: 

“The queen regent has expressed unquali- 
fied approval of the present Cuban policy 
by reappointing the Canovas ministry, un- 
changed, as that was the only question 
really involved.“

Jacksonville, m., June 7.—In the United 
States court today Judge Locke handed 
down a decision in the Three Friends’ case, 
charged with violating the neutrality laws 
by carrying a filibustering expedition to 
Cuba. and also as an armed vessel, dis- 
missing the libel for forfeiture. In giving 
the decision Judge Locke said: 

Tho court in examining the evidence in 
the case fails to find any testimony show- 
ing that the vessel was fitted out and 
armed within the limits of the United 
States. It does not show that she was 
loaded with arms and ammunition within 
fifteen or twenty miles of the shore. The 
further charge that the vessel took on ad- 
ditional arms or ammunition on the island 
of Navassa, which is American soil, was 
not confirmed by the testimony. It shows 
that the vessel touched there for a short 
time, but it does not show that it did any- 
thing that is In violation of the neutrality 
laws of this country.” 

Three other cases are pending against 
the vessel, but they are likely to be dis- 
missed, as the evidence is much the same 
as in the present case. The district attor- 


ney will await advices from Washington 
as to what future action to take in the 


present case.

AT ALL THE TRUTH 


Commissioner Calhoun Reaches New 
York on His Return. - 


GOES TO WASHINGTON TODAY 


Says It Was Impossible To Secure the | 


One Witness Wanted. 


RECOUNTS DR.  AUIZ'S —~BEATH 


He Declares That Safeguards Were 
Thrown Around All Who Testi- 
fied in the Case. 


New York, June 7.—WiHiam J. Calhoun, 
who was sent to Cuba as a special commis- 
sioner to invéstigate the circumstances of 
the death in prison of Dr. Ruiz, an Ameri- 
ean citizen, reached this city on his return 
today. He was accompanied by George W. 
Fishback, his secretary, and Charles M. 


Pepper, a Washington newspaper corre- | 


spondent, who went to Cuba with the com- 
missioner, 
In a conversation, Mr. Calhoun said: 


“The island of Cuba is rapidly being de- 


vastated ‘by a relentless, cruel and bitter 
civil war, so that in a short time it will 
not be worth anything to any one. It is 
d.fficult to get at the exact situation there. 
In the first place there is severe censorship 
of the press and those who are naturally 
friendly to the Cubans hardly dare to ex- 
press their views and opinions. Further- 
more the adherents of both sides are ex- 
ceedingly intense. They tell their stories 
just as they want you to believe them. 

“From the Spanish point of view the 
island is practically pacified and from that 
of the Cubans the insurgents never were in 
such excellent shape as they now are.” 

“Did you go into the interior of the is- 
land?” asked the reporter. 


Tes, I went from Havana to Matanzas. 


While both are on the seacoast, still to go 
from one point to the other by rail it takes 
you through a large part of the teterior 
country. I also made several short trips 
from Havana in other directions. 

What is thé condition of the country? 
It seems to be entirely depopulated and 
there are no signs of any buildings stand- 
ing except at the railroad stations. These, 
by the way; are practically forts. I was 
generally informed that the same condi- 
tion of affairs exists throughout Cuba from 
Havana to Pinar del Rio, except in the 
extreme eastern end. There is where the 
Cubans get their supplies and their cattle. 
They control that section now. It was the 
portion of the island which held out ten 
years in the last war.” 

“At the sessions of the commission,“ Mr. 
Calhoun said, in response to a reporter’s 
question, we examined several witnesses, 
but when you ask if they were plentiful, I 
ean only say that they did not run after 
us and we had to use no force to. keep 
them away. They were composed of Span- 
lards and Cubans. The,Spanish., witnesses, 


and in fact; all of those whp,testified were'} 
so surrounded with safeguards that it was" 
impossible to get at the naked truth, One: 


person whom we would have liked to hear 


could not be found. This was Fonsdeviela, 


who commanded the Spanish in Guanaba- 
coa territory. He disappeared and it was 
impossible to find him. Captain General 
Weyler did not put in an appearance at 
the investigation. We inspected the jail 
at Guanabacoa and when we were there 
it was suspiciously clean. 

“We learn that Dr. Ruiz was arrested on 
February 4th, charged with having assist- 
ed in a wreck which took place on a road 
between Havana and Guanabacoa. He was 
placed in solitary confinement, or as it is 
known there, he was incommunicado. 
Thirty days later he was taken out of his 
cell on account of his mental and physical 
condition. It was then found that he was 
suffering from a severe wound on the head 
and he died a few hours after, having been 
released from his cell, in which the secret 
of his injury is buried. 

“The question of the deceased’s Ameri- 
can citizenship was not denied. The autopsy 
showed that he died from congestion of 
the brain. His remains are interred at 
Guanabacoa. We had no possible direct 
proof of any assault whatever and the 
conclusion arrived at must be based on 
the detailed evidence in the report of Con- 
sul General Lee, which is now on its way 
to Washington. I, myself, will make no 
report and I prefer not to say anything as 
to my idea of the affair until the report is 
made public by the proper authorities at 
Washington. 

J shall go to Washington tomorrow 
morning at 10 o’clock.” 

Mr. Calhoun said that he had been treated 
courteously while in Cuba by all those 
with whom he came in contact. His visit 
was a very pleasant one, but owing to the 
bad weather which prevailed during his 
stay he was unable to visit the interior. 

George W. Fishback, who is Mr. Cal- 
houn’s secretary, was reticent when spoken 
to in reference to his trip, but he made one 
significant statement: 

“We did not go within the insurgent 
lines, but all the insurgents, however, are 
not within the lines.’’ 


Ramon O. ‘Williams, formerly United 


States consul general to Cuba, came on the 
same steamer. Mr. Calhoun said that the 
commission held three sittings between May 


2th and June ist, at Havana, Regulus 


and Guanabacoa. 

The papers examined in the case were 
chiefly military records. 

The final report would be made to Wash- 
ington by General Lee. Mr. Calhoun de- 
clined to give his opinion on the case

Columbia, S. C., June 7.—(Special.)—The 
Bishopville Guards, sent to quell the riot 
at Lucknow, have returned to their homes 
and resumed peaceful vocations, having 
taken eight rioters across the county to 
the jail in Camden, the county seat of 
Kershaw. 

Lucknow has only about 150 inhabitants 
and a good deal of dissatisfaction has ex- 
isted since the town was incorporated, the 
claim being made that it did not have the 
requisite number of inhabitants under the 
new constitution to form an incorporation, 
and therefore the charter was legal and 
void.

The officer and guards upon arriving here 
went at once to the jail. At 4 o’clock they 
took the father and son to the depot and 
placed them on the Atlanta and Florfla 
railroad train. The trip to Zebulon was 
uneventful. Not many people were around 
when the party arrived in Zebulon and no 
demonstration was made. It is not thought 
that there will be any attempt at lynching 
unless Delk is acquitted or given a sentence 
less than death. 

Judge Atkinson has authorized Judge 
Beck to notify him if any military aid is 
needed. The governor’ refused to send 
down the soldiers as requested by Mr. Ha- 
den. He said that if there was any need 
for them he would order them out at short 
notice.

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Georgia Women Unite 
For Co-Education in 
State Universtty. 


The local chapter of the Daugfiters of the 
Confederacy will hold an important meet- 
ing this afternoon. The call is by request 
of the state regent and is for the pur- 
pose of recognizing a request made by the 
Daughters of the Revolution and the Colo- 
nial Dames of Georgia, who invite the 
Daughters of the Confederacy to join with 
them in memarializing the trustees of the 
State university in behalf of co-education. 

There is no doubt that the Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy, having as their 
jeading principles patriotism and loyalty, 
will consider favorably the request made 
by the Daughters and Dames and that the 
union of these three organizations of dis- 
tinguished women will be a potent factor 
in the strong movement being made in 
behalf of co-education in the university. 
Many of the women in these three organi- 
zations are also members of the State Fed- 
eration of Clubs, the members of which are 
enthusiastic in their determination to 
have opened to the women of Georgia the 
State university. 

The universal interest being manifested 
in this question by thé women of the 
state is something unique in the history of 
Georgia. Although there have been ambi- 
tious, capable women who have spoken 
and written in behalf of the rights women 
should have in the State university, no 
formal application for even consideration 


of the matter has as yet been made to 
those authorized to act in such important 
matters. 

Since her appointment as chairman of the 
educational committee of the State Fed- 
eration, Mrs. Robert Emory Park has 
Sade co-education in the university one 
at the principal objects of her work. 

Deeply in sympathy with the movement 
also has béen Mrs. Morgan, state regent of 
the Daughters of the American Revolution, 
and a letter addressed by her to Mrs. Park 
on this subject, and published some months 
ago in the columns of The Constitution, was 
the means of bringing together in strong, 
mutual interest two bodies of distinguished 
and influential women. It would seem that 
in this matter of co-education in the uni- 
versity the press women of the state, in 
or out of organizations, have a subject 
upon which they can write and express, if 
not emphasize, the voice of Georgia’s wo- 
men. Whether actuated or not by indi- 
vidual principle, a matter upon which the 
interest of a vast number of the state’s 
representative women is centered should be 
one that would overcome any individual 
or adverse opinion that might exist, and 
prompt a generous espousal of this cause 
the first formally expressed by Georgia 
women in a systematized force. 

The meeting of the Daughters of the 
Confederacy will take place this afternoon 
at 4 o’clock in the room of Miss Bonnie 
Love in the University building on Edge- 
wood avenue. A large attendance is urged. 


Soctety Belle a ‘Barrister. 


An interesting law case recently tried in 
Syracuse, N. V., developed the legal ability 
of Counsel Julia Jenny, a prominent s0- 
ciety girl of Syracuse, N. Y., whose study 
of law and admission to the bar capacitat- 
ed her to act as counset for the defense 
in a railroad case, in which she had as 
her opposing counsel ex-Senator Hiscock, 
one of the most distinguished barristers 
in New York state. 

The story of Miss Jenny's entering the 
profession of the law and that of her sis- 
ter, now studying to be a Unitarian minis- 
ter, would furnish interesting matter for 
an up-to-date American novel. 

The young ladies are the daughters of 
Hon. Wiliam Jenny, a prominent lawyer 
and social leader of Syracuse, N. Y. They 
are strikingly pretty, of the brunette col- 
oring, and women essentially of the society 
type in their stylish appearance. 

Shortly after Miss Julia Jenny made her 
debut she became engaged and the time 
of her marriage was appointed. About 
three months previous to the prospective 
event her flancee died suddenly and for 
quite a year afterwards she refused to take 
any part in the social world. 

During that time she became interested 
in the reading of her father’s law books 
and finally determined to make a sys- 
tematic study of the law. She was a grad- 
uate of Vassar college and had little diffi- 
culty in passing the competitive examina- 
tion admitting her to Cornell university. 
She completed the course of law in that 
institution and acquitted herself with dis- 
tinguished honors. On her return home 
her father opposed her becoming a regular 
practitioner, but perceiving her determina- 
tion to be a full fledged lawyer, he re- 
tained her in his office, where she became 
a member of the firm. 

Her unusual preference for an occupation 
that deprived her of any but the recreation 
she night claim after business hours was 
generally attributed by her friends to the 
sorrow she still suffered in the loss of 
her cfflanced husbind, But the recent en- 
trance of her younger sister in the Unita- 
rian ministry has diminished the idea of 
sentimeut being altogethor the cause of her 
chosen vocation.

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AND KILLED HIMSELF 


Washington Patent Attorney Seeks Miss 
Squires’s Life. 
HE BLOWS HIS BRAINS OUT 


Bloody Tragedy Enacted on Public 
Street in Open Daylight. 


SUICIDE’S nenn MAY —RECOVER 


Demented Lawyer Carries Out Threats 
Which He Made Against His For- 
mer Employer. 


Washington, June 7.—Charles Barbour, a 
patent attorney who had gained much no- 
toriety of late by his eccentric actions, shot 
Miss Dcrothy E. Squires this morning as 
she was on her way to the office where she 
is employed as a stenographer and type- 
writer, and thinking he had killed her, 
blew cut his own brains. 

Miss Squires was shot in the back of the 
head and the hand. She will recover. 

(Miss Squires formerly worked for Bar- 
bour as a stenographer and left his employ 
because he annoyed her with his attentions, 
threatening to injure her if she would not 
permit him to call. Finally the matter be- 
came 80 serious that she had to appeal to 
the courts for protection and he was placed 
under bonds to keep the peace. He seems 
not to have desisted, however, for since 
then the girl had received several threaten- 


he announced that he would do something 
which they would both regret. 

Barbour’s persistent attentions to the 
young woman have caused several scenes. 
A few weeks ago her brother attacked him 
on the street and administered a sound 
thrashing. 

Barbour was a hard drinker and an invet- 
erate gambler, who made several futile ef- 
forts to reform at the instance of friends 
who recognized his brilliant talents, but 
also his lack of steadiness and purpose in 
life. He left several letters showing that 
he had premeditated today’s tragedy. He 
loved notoriety. In a statement to the pub- 
lic he said: 

“I shall kill Miss Dorothy Squires and 
myself tomorrow if she will not consent 
to marry me. Over five years ago she 
came to me for work as a stenographer 
and typewriter; I employed her. She fell 
in love with me at once and I with her; 
she is bright, accomplished and was de- 
voted to me, but very jealous.” 

Barbour then complains that friends of 
Miss Squires had influenced her against 
him. 

“I am simply insane and dying for love 
of her: I have not always done right, but 
I loved her better than I knew and always 
came back to her. We are both sensitive 
and high strung. She is my very life and 
will be my death.“ 

A postscript added to this said: 

“I was born in New York; was an orphan 


at the age of three years; had a step- 


mother and left there for Washington at 
the age of fifteen; studied law and was as- 
sociated with General Benjamin F. Butler 
for the last five years of his life. I have 


a good man in New York. but I cannot 
live to do it. I gave President McKinley a 
St. Bernard dog and stood well with him. 
May God pity and forgive us all.” ) 

His reference to McKinley grew out of 
the fact that he sent him an immense 
St. Bernard several weeks ago. 

Another statement left by Barbour reads: 

“Sadness and anxiety seem to be coming 
upon me. Like cattle in a burning sta- 
ble. I cling to what consumes me, to the 
solitary life which does me so much harm. 
I let myself be devoured by inward suffer- 
ing. My old self, the dreams which used 
to haunt me, passionate impulses, high 
aspirations, all revived in me at once with 
unexpected force. The dread lest I should 
have missed my destiny and stified my 
true nature, lest I should have hurled my- 
self alive, passed through me like a shud- 
der, The free being who abandons the con- 
duct of himself yields himself to Satan. 
In the moral world there is no ground 
without a master and the waste lands be- 
long to the evil one. I have carried two 
conflicting extracts with me, trying to 
grasp the latter and control myself, but 
the struggle is too much. 

J cannot rally; I am sorry and I am 
not. I believe I act the divine will.”

THE POLK COUNTY TAX CASE 


WILL BE HEARD TODAY IN THE 
U. S. COURT OF APPEALS. 


It Is a Suit for Back Taxes and Will 
Decide Several Other Cases of the 
Same Nature. 


The suit brought by Polk county for the 
taxes due it by Comer and Lowry, receivers 
of the Savannah and Western railroad, on 
the Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus 
Railroad Company, will be heard today in 
the United States circuit court of appeals 
at New Orleans. 

Last December Special Master W. P. 
Hill reported in favor of Polk county for 
the sum of $1,900. Exceptions were filed 
by the recelvers through their solicitor, Mr. 
Marion Erwin. ‘ 

At the hearing in January before Judge 
W. T. Newman he sustained the report of 
Special Master Hill. Mr. Fulton Colville 
represented Polk county, The réceivers 
later appealed the. case. 

The decision of the Polk county case con- 
trcls the cases of the other counties 
through which this road runs. These coun- 
tles are Carroll, Haralson, Floyd, Walker 
and Chattooga. The taxes are for the 
years 1892 and 1893. 

During this time the Savannah and West- 
ern owned and operated the Chattanooga, 
Rome and Columbus road,- having pur- 
chased it by deed. The Central road own- 
ed the Savannah and Western. 

The contention of Polk county ig that the 
funds received from the use and operation 
of the Chattanooga, Nome and Columbus 
during those years should have been ap- 
plied to the payment of the taxes. The 
receivers contend that the property of the 
road is bound for the taxes and the county 
should hold it subject. 

The Savannah and Western was sold and 
the county of Polk intervened and asked 
that its taxes be paid out of the fund in 
court. ‘ 

The receivers claim that they lost money 
on the Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus 
and spent all they received on its road 
bed. and it is an issue in equity between 


the bondholders of the Chattanooga, Rome 
and Columbus and those of the Savannah 
and Western. 

The decision to be made by the court of 
appeals will be awaited with interest. Mr. 
Colville left for New Orleans yesterday to 
argue the case before the court of appeals. 


WAR ON THE CABBIES 


The Police Arrest Ten of Them in 
One Batch. 


THEY LEFT THEIR HACKS 


The Law Requires Them To Stand Near 
and Hold on to the Lines. 
All Were Fined. 


The police have opened a war on the 
*‘cabbies.’’ 

Yesterday afternoon ten hack drivers 
were before the recorder and every one of 
them was fined for violating a city ordi- 
nance. 

The section of the city code under which 
the cases were made is 308 of the revised 
code and prohibits any hackman from 
leaving his vehicle except to assist passen- 
gers on and off his tuck, unless he is 
standing near the Lack and holding the 
reins in his hands. 

The patrolmen on the beats near the 
union depot and the Kimball house were 
notified to watch the hackmen and to make 
cases whenever the law was violated. -Pa- 
trolmen Petty and Ponder went along the 
hack lines and whencver they found a 
hackman off his post the number of the 
hack was taken and t driver arrested 
as soon as he came back.’ In this way the 
following hackmen were caught:

curbing and at the same time hold the 
lines. 

One of the hackmen was a eat talker 
and he argued his case — 22 
claimed that there was a recent law made

commended, a good word should be said 
for New England. The frank selfish- 
ness of those states stands bluntly out in 
the preparation of the tariff bill. New 
England is for protection only when 
protection will help its interests, but it 
s a squealing freetrader on articles that

Nt needs but does not produce. 


For instance, New England is willing 
to see the coal mines of Pennsylvania, 
Maryland and West Virginia closed and 
the miners turned adrift if it can get free 
coal from Nova Scotia. It will be re- 
membered that when the Wilson bill was 
in course of preparation a number of 
eastern capitalists, including the cele- 
brated Mr. Whitney, invested heavily in 
Nova Scotian coallandsinthe expecta- 
tion that the free list in the Wilson bill 
would run the gaunlet of legislation. 
New England was howling for free coal 
and cheap coal, and it was thought 
that this influence would carry the free 
list through. 

But there were other interests, and 
when the bill came out of the senate it 
was found that nobody had been hurt 
but southern lumbermen. Coal had been 
taken from the free list. New England 
‘wants her own products and her own 
labor protected by the highest duties, 
but she doesn’t care about the products 
or labor of other sections. She wants free 
wool for her woolen mills, free hides for 
her harness and shoe factories and free 
coal for her furnaces, no matter what 
other interests are hurt. 

And New England is perfectly frank 
about it all, going about the business ina 
way that is calculated to excite wonder, 
if not esteem. Within the limits of rea- 
son, justice and common honesty, the 
example of New England’s representa- 
tives is greatly to be commended. They 
go off into the committee rooms and al- 


low others to discuss questions of ab- 


stract politics and sentiment. They at- 
tend strictly to business and look af- 
ter the practical and everyday interests 
of their constituents. 

This, as much as anything else, ac- 
counts for the weight and influence of 
New England in federal legislation. Her 
congressmen work together with an eye 
single to New England’s interests. 


The Urbana Episode. 

It is not wholly unprofitable to mark 
and consider some of the various phases 
of the discussion that is going on over 
the Urbana lynching. That event seems 
to have given a fresh impetus to virtuous 
and indignant comment. The real diffi- 
culty in the way is that the sudden and 
violent taking off did not occur in the 
“vicious and barbarous” south, when it 
would have been taken as a matter of 
course. There would have been no need 
of further explanations. 

The editor of The Springfield Republi- 
can, according to his own confession, 
wanted to place the affair as far “south” 
as possible, and so—but let him tell the 
affecting story in his own words: 


Immediately we sought consolation in the 
map. Was not Urbana situated near the 
Kentucky boundary,. where the prejudice 
against niggers“ is supposed to be pecu- 
liarly southern? But there was the town 
half way up the state, but a few miles dis- 
tant—a mere hour’s ride—from Columbus. 
the capital and military headquarters of 
the commonwealth. Urbana was in the 
very heart of northeastern civilization. 


There you have it—“in the very heart 
of northeastern civilization!” What is 
most remarkable is that an editor, who 
is himself in a high and forward state 
of civilization, should confess that it 
would have been consoling to find Ur- 
bana in close proximity to the Kentucky 
border. 

Those who read the newspapers know 
the attitude of The Constitution with re- 
spect to lynching. We are opposed to it, 
not alone because it is unlawful, but 
because it tends to social demoraliza- 
tion. The spirit that prompts it grows 
by what it feeds on. This is seen in the 
fact that of late lynchings are not al- 
ways confined to the perpetrators of the 
crime that has been said to furnish an 
excuse for it. 

Nevertheless, we have long ago come 
to the conclusion that mere newspaper 
denunciations of lynching do no good. 
Public sentiment everywhere in this 
country is opposed to mob rule, and yet 
it frequently appears that public senti- 
ment (as is now the case in Urbana) 
indorses the extreme measures that were 
employed by the mob. The true remedy 
is, first, to make rape, or attempts 
at rape, a capital offense; second, to pro- 
vide for special terms of court for the 
trial of such cases; and third, to pro- 
vide that the evidence of the victims be 
given in the seclusion of the juryroom. 

We wonder why those who discuss the 
matter do not also discuss remedies. 
What our Springfield contemporary calls 
“civilization” has no more to do with 
the sentiments that move men to take 
the law into their own hands when cer- 
tain crimes are committed than it has 
to do with the course of the constella- 
tions. “What happens in Ohio may easily 
happen in New England,” says The Re- 
publican. It not only may happen, but 
it will happen whenever provocation 
arises. 

It is worthy of remark here that 
the governor of New Hampshire, George 
A. Ramsdell, takes what may be termed 
a very liberal view of the lynching evil. 
“T think,” says he in a telegram to The 
New York Journal—“I think circum- 
stances may arise under which the ex- 
ercise of lynch law is warrantable.” 
We should watch with great interest 
the course of New England comment on 
this statement from a New England

tion is ripest. The Springfield Republi- 
can calls for “a martyr to law and or- 
der.“ Urbana has some martys to the 
militia, and it seems to honor and re- 
spect their memory. Farmer Baker, who 
was killed by the militia, was follow- 
ed to the grave by an immense proces- 
sion, and when the cortege passed 
through the streets the people stood 
with bared heads. All the expenses of 
the funeral were borne by the citizens of 
Urbana. c 

Now, the only comfort we take in 
these thing lies in the fact that they 
give ground for hope that the discus- 
sion of this great and growing evil may 
be removed far from the stench of sec- 
tionalism and lifted to a plane high 
above political prejudice and geograph- 
ical lines. It is absolutely essential 
that clear recognition should be given 
to the real nature of the evil. It is not 
southern, it is not sectional and it is not 
due to a lack of civilization. It is not 
even a result of a contempt for law and 
order. What, then? Well, the governor 
of New Hampshire, who says that “cir- 
cumstances may arise under which the 
exercise of lynch law is warrantable,” 
makes this important addition to his re- 
mark: “The prompt and vigorous en- 
forcement of the statute law is the best 
way to suppress lynch law.” 

That is the most sensible statement 
we have seen from beyond the “border 
line of barbarism.” Get the right kind 
of statute law and then enforce it 
promptly and vigorously. And then 
there is another way, and that is for 
those who have influence with the ne- 
groes, their leaders, their preachers and 
teachers, to make a vigorous war on the 
tendency to the particular crime which 
invites lynching; that seems to influ- 
ence the minds of a certain class of the 
negro race. After all, the elevation of 
that class is the true remedy, and this 


can be accomplished by those in whom 


they have confidence. 
The Platform Will Stand. 

The Chicago platform as the state- 
ment of party principle and the test of 
party loyalty will stand until the next 
national convention. 

When that time comes there is no fear 
of the millions retreating before the 
thousands—of the militant democracy 
cringing from those who hid when the 
conflict was on. 

This much comes from the national 
committeeman of New York state, whom 
enemies of democracy sought to lead 
into error. The party has a great fight 
before it in that state on various local 
issues, among which is control of the 
Greater New York, which comes into 
being in 1898. The opportunity for those 
who are inimical to democracy to place 
obstacles in the way was too great to be 
resisted; hence the call of recreants in 
the late presidential election to ring in 
the issues then voted upon, not for the 
purpose of harmony nor for the promo- 
tion of union, but the force the faithful 
majority to give them a recognition to 
which they were not entitled. 

This has been met and defeated by the 
decision to let these local elections be 
settled upon the merits pertinent to 
them, which are important and exten- 
sive enough. In announcing this decision 
Committeeman Campbell says: 

The policy of the democratic party of the 
nation, as laid down by the platform of the 
Chicagd convention of 1896, cannot be dis- 
turbed until the next democratic national 
convention, which will be in 1900. It will 
make no difference whether the state, city 
or county convention indorses it or repudi- 
ates it, it will stand unaltered. In the elec- 
tion last fall the regular organization of the 
state of New York was loyal and true to 
the nominees and platform of the Chicago 
convention. The same organization hearti- 
ly supported Mr. Cleveland four years ago 
as the democratic candidate for president, 


although their delegation was opposed to 
him in the national convention. 


Thus the platform will stand with its 
more than 6,000,000 voters behind it, 
and the men from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific will continue to grow strong in 
the faith which is every day finding its 
way into new hearts. Politicians may 
crony as they please around dark caucus 
rooms, but the people will be irresisti- 
ble when the day for action comes. 

Sagasta Is Turned Down. 

While dispatches from Madrid state 
that the queen regent has confirmed 
Premier Canovas in his ministerial pow- 
ers, thereby declaring that for the pres- 
ent at least there will be no change in 
the Cuban policy of the government, it 
is evident that something must be done 
before long to pacify the liberals. 

The mere act of the queen regent in 
confirming Premier Canovas does not 
materially improve the situation, and 
unless the newly confirmed ministry sees 
proper to make concessions to the Ifber- 
al party, serious complications may 
arise within the next few days. The lib- 
erals contend that the present policy of 
the government in dealing with the Cu-. 
ban uprising is a pronounced failure and 
that General Weyler should be recalled 
immediately. They furthermore declare 
that the cause of Spain has been steadily 
declining ever since General Weyler 
took the field, and that nothing can be 
accomplished until milder measures dis- 
place the tactics of the Spanish butcher. 
As announced by ex-Premier Sagasta 
some two or three days ago, the liberals 
favor General Campos for ¢aptain gen- 
eral of Cuba and also advocate certain 
measures Of autonomy. Since withdraw- 
ing their support from the conservative 
government the liberals declare in most 
positive terms that they will continue 
to hold aloof from the government until 
some radical change is made in its 
policy. 

While the liberal party in the Spanish 
cortes is largely outnumbered by the 
conservatives, it cannot be denied that 
the former party is more in touch with 
the masses at the present time. Since the 
last general election liberal sentiment 
has been growing rapidly in Spain, and 
on this account it was thought that the 
queen regent would invite ex-Premier 
Sagasta to form a liberal ministry. In- 
stead of doing this, however, she has 
defied public sentiment by confirming 
Premier Canovas. | 

Unless something is done to pacify the 
liberals there is sure to be a popular re-

Queen Victoria’s household costs the 
British government, in round numbers, 
$3,000,000. Of this enormous sum, says, The 
Pittsburg Dispatch, the queen receives 
nearly $2,000,000, besides the revenues from 
the duchy of Lancaster, which amount to 
a quarter of a million. The lord lieuten- 
ant of Ireland receives $100,000 a year for 
his services and expenses, and the prince 
of Wales $200,000 a year. The president of 
France receives $240,000 a year for salary 
and expenses, an enormous salary, when it 
is remembered that the republic is sweat- 
ing under a stupendous national debt of 
over $6,000,000,000—the largest debt ever in- 
curred by any nation in the world. Italy 
can have ten thousand men slaughtered 
in Abyssinia and still pay her king $2,- 
600,000 a year. The civil list of the Ger- 
man emperor is about $4,000,000 a year, be- 
sides large revenues from vast estates be- 
longing to the royal family. The czar of 
all the Russias owns in fee simple 1,000,000 
Square miles of cultivated land, and en- 
joys an income of $12,000,000. The king of 
Spain, little Alfonso XIII, if he is of a 
saving disposition, will be one of the 
richest sovereigns in Europe when he 
comes of age. The state allows him $1,- 
400,000 a year, with an additional $600,000 
for family expenses. We are said to be 
the richest nation on earth, yet our presi- 
dent’s salary is only 350, 00 a year. It was 
only $25,000 from 1789 to 1873.

From the former Augustine Washington, 
son of Lawrence and father of 
George, derived his baptisimal name. 
From the latter general derived 
his baptisimal name—George. The 
gallant Thomas Reade Rooks Cobb, who 
fell on Marye’s Heights, also a lineal de- 
scendant, derived the Reade of his name 
from the same source. 

George Reade was secretary of the colo- 
ny (Virginia) in 1687; governor in 1638-39; 
a member of the house of burgesses from 
James City county in 1649, and frequently 
thereafter, and a member of the royal 
council, 1657-60. 

Captain Augustine Warner was a mem- 
ber of the house of burgesse from York 
county in 1652, and again from Gloucester 
in 1668-59, and a member of the royal 
conncil 1659-60. 5 

The famous Speaker“ Augustine Warner 
was his son—called “Speaker Warner” part- 
ly to distinguish him from his father, the 
captain, and partly because he was, for 
a large part of his short life, speaker of 
the house of burgesse. He died young, 
with a great reputation for mental ability 
ahd physical beauty. i 

He married Mildred, daughter of George 
Reade. 

Their daughter, Mildred Warner, married 
Lawrence Washington, whose son, Augus- 
tine Washington, was the father of Gen- 
eral George Washington.

When the Ezeta brothers were overthrown, 
General Ezeta escaped to San Francisco 
on board the United States ship Fenning- 
ton. The extradition proceedings brought 
iby the new San Salvador government 
against the United States for the posses- 
sion of General Ezeta was a matter of 
great public interest in the summer of 
1894.

It is claimed further that this information 
was gained by the defendant while he was 
employed at the postoffice and through cer- 
tain correspondence between the J. H. 
Skelton and his father-in-law, whose name 
was Chastain. The government alleges 
that the defendant wrote to Chastain and 
signed himself as the son-in-law Skelton. 
The correspondence seems to have been 
carried on for some time. Skelton finally 
wrote to Chastain and told him that he 
had been hurt in a railroad accident and 
that the road had promised to compromise 
for the broken leg by paying $800. He said 
that he would try to get more, but that in 
the meantime he wanted some money for 
his immediate use. If his dear father-in- 
law would only send him a small remit- 
tance he would more than appreciate the 
kindness. 

The obliging father-in-law to the other 
Skelton sent the money to the schemer and 
did not find that he had been swindled until 
too late, The money was sent in the form 


of a money order, and to secure its pay- 


ment the prisoner had to sign the name of 
J. H. Skelton. He did this and then passed 
off the note to a man named Moses Fon- 
son. 

The way the sham was first discoveréd 
was very humorous. The real bona fide 
son-in-law in writing to his wife’s parents 
always addressed his mother-in-law as 
Dear Ma.“ The defendant, it is charged 
addressed her as “Dear Emeline,““ which 
was her name, but not the usual manner 
in which she was addressed. When she saw 
the letter and saw that it was Dear Em- 
eline’’ instead of Dear Ma” she ex- 
claimed; 

“Law me, that must not be John, for he 
always calls me ma.” She investigated, 
and found that her suspicions were well 
grounded, but it was then too late.

TO RESIGN FROM PRESENT POSITION 


The Teachers for 1897-1898 Session 
Were Elected Yesterday—New 


Departments Added. 


The board of trustees of the Georgia Nor- 
mal and Industrial school held an adjourn- 
ed session yésterday morning in the gov- 
ernor’s office. 

The meeting was adjourned at 1:30 o’clock 
and convened again at the executive man- 
sion in the afternoon. It was an import- 
ant session, ag the teachers for the coming 
year had to be elected and many import- 
ant matters decided. : 

All of the teachers of the college who 
desired to remain another term were re- 
elected. There were three resignations, - 
two of them the most important chairs in 
the college. 

Professor T. J. Woofer was elected to 
occupy the chair of professor of pedagogy. 
There were twenty-one applicants for this 
position, made vacant by the resignation 
of Professor Pound. 

The selection of Professor Woofer will 
cause & vacancy in Mercer university, as 
he occupies the chair of professor of 
mathematics in this college. Professor 
Woofer will offer his resignation to the 
trustees of Mercer at their next session. 

Professor M. C. Wilson was elected pro- 
fessor of natural science, made vacant by 
a resignation. Professor Wilson is at pres- 
ent connected with the State Normal school 
at Florence, Ala., and is one of the most 
noted educators in this section.

Alderman Rice’s ordinance on the same 
subject, providing for the election of the 
inspector by the board of health, was re- 
ported favorably and taken up for action. 
It makes the office @éctive for a term of 
two years, the first el@ction to occur the 
first meeting of the board of health in 
July. 

Mr. Lumpkin offered an amendment that 
the election be by the council instead of 
the board of health. The amendment was 
lost and the ordinance was then adopted. 


Councilman Howard, by the ordinance 
committee, submitted an ordinance permit- 
ting the sale on the streets of ice tream 
and ice cream cakes upon the payment of 
$25 license fee each year. The ice cream 
so sold shall be pure and subject to in- 
spection and analysis by the city officials. 
The ordinance was adopted after an old 
ordinance prohibiting the sale had been 
repealed, on motion of Councilman Culber- 


son. 


The committee on printing reported that 
the bid of the Atlanta Journal for the city 
printing for the year had been accepted. 

A resolution appropriating $150 to pay the 
expenses of the Veal investigation was 
adopted by the council. This is in addition 
to the same amount appropriated some time 
ago.

RAILROADS MUST 


dbx CITY LAWS 


Recorder Calhoun Makes a Red Hot 
Talk in Court. 


A CENTRAL ENGINEER FINED 


He Ran His Engine by a Crossing as 
Another Train Was Passing. 


RAILROAD «= RULES §=ARE 1 GOOD 


It Is the City Laws Which Must Be 
Obeyed, So Says Judge Andy 
Calhoun. 


— 


“The railroads running into Atlanta must 
Obey the laws of the city.” 

Recorder Calhoun spoke the words yes- 
terday afternoon and he was upon the 
bench trying an engineer for running his 
train over the Whitehall street crossing 
while another train was passing. 

Mr. Roe Payton, engineer on the switch 
engine tor the Central railroad, wag on 
trial. Patrolman Petty testified that the 
switch engine went by the crossing at the 
same time a Seaboard Air-Line train was 
passing the same crossing. 

The engineer explained that he had mov- 
ed his engine because the conductor had 
signaled him to do so. 

It was then that the recorder made the 
following remarks and he spoke with much 
determination and great feeling: 

“Tl am tired of hearing the same old 
statement made in this court about the 
rules and regulations of the railroads, and 
I will take it as no excuse whatever. I 
don’t care anything about the rules of the 
railroads. It is the laws of the city of 
Atlanta which the engineers must obey. 
There is no more dangerous place in the 
whole city than the Whitehall street cross- 
ing and the city has made a good law pro- 
hibiting two or more trains passing a 
crossing at the same time. The railroads 
running into Atlanta must obey the laws 
of the city.” 

The conductor said something about 
having to obey the railroads or lose their 
jobs. 

Then the recorder spoke again, saying: 

Will Have To Lose Jobs. 

“Then you will have to lose your jobs, 
for the city laws must be enforced. Com- 
plaints have been made all over the city 
about the manner in which the trains have 
been passing the street crossings and it 
is about time that something was done 
to stop it. There is a section of the city 
code, which is No. 1293, and it says that 
two or more trains shall not pass a cross- 
ing at the same time, and that the ap- 
proaching train, which has not the right 
of way, that is, is not ahead, must come 
to a standstill until the other train has 
cleared the crossing. In this case it ap- 
pears that the switch engine did not have 
the right of way and I hold that the 
engineer is clearly guilty. I shall make a 
‘small fine of $3.75 this time, but hereafter 
I shall make such fines as $50 and $100. I 
want it distinctly understood that I shall 
listen to no more talk in this court about 
railroad rules and conductors’ signals. It 
is the man who moves the train who is 
guilty, and I shall fine him every time a 
case is made and proven.” 

The chief of police and the captains have 
instructed all their men to hereafter close- 
ly watch the railroad crossings and to 
make a case every time a law is violated.

aside by the finance committee had been 
consolidated by the above vote. This reso-

Estimated Receipts Are $40,000 More 
Than Expected—Increase Made 
in Some Departments. 


The new apportionment sheet submitted 


to the council by the finance committee 


yesterday afternoon proved to be a trouble- 
some document to its framers. It caused 
more than one storm on the peaceful wa- 


ters on which the finance committee boat 


has been sailing smoothly. 

The sheet was picked up and punctured, 
as one of the councilmen stated after the 
meeting. The finance committee found 
that there are others in the council and 
an unexpected row was precipitated, as 
told of elsewhere. 

The new sheet makes very few changes 
in the apportionments as made n January 
last, and il the changes made were ap- 
proved except the section setting aside 
funds for certain street improvements. 
These funds were consolidated and by ac- 
tion of council a hard fight has now been 
started on certain proposed improvement 
schemes. 

e finance committee, of which Mr. E. 
C. Peters is chairman, wants to pave North 
avenue and Washington street and repair 
Edgewood avenue and the Boulevard. But 
by reason of the fact that these funds 
were consolidated it now remains to be 
seen if the improvements will be made. 
The street committee must pass upon the 
plans and there is a difference of opinion 
between the two committees. 

What the Sheet Contains. 

The new apportionment sheet is based on 
a revenue of $1,735,871.44 from all sources. 
This estimate is about $40,000 above that 
made in January last, as pointed out in 
The Constitution last week. In making 
up the new sheet this extra $40,000 was 
taken into account and it was distributed 
among the different departments as shown 


below. 

With the exception of the following the 
apportionment sheet approved yesterday 
is the same as that made in January: 

The Increase Items. 


The department of city hall gets. $30,000, 
first payment on the courthouse purchase 

Department of fire gets an increase of 
$700 for general expenses. 

Department of cemetery_gets an increase 
of $1,000 for improvements, or $3,500 in all 
for that purpose. 

The department of sewers gets an in- 
crease of $10,000 for lateral sewers. 

The department of streets gets an in- 
crease of $2,00 for the streets ordinary 
fund. Also an increase of $33,210 for the 
permanent paving fund. This is the money 
in dispute which was sought to be appro- 
priated for special purposes.

He 
stated that on behalf of Councilman Peters 
and Councilman Hutchison and himself 
he desired to nominate Mr. Morris for the 
urexpired term of Major Fitten, the lat- 
ter’s resignation having been accepted. 

The nomination was seconded and Mayor 
Collier directed the calling of the roll, re- 
sulting in the election of Mr. Morris with- 
out opposition.. 

Mr. Morris will assume the new duties 
at once. His election is pleasing to the 
members of the water board and he will 
be warmly welcomed as a member of that 
body. 

Rosser’s Successor Not Nominated. 

Contrary to expectation the council did 
not elect a sucessor to Judge Rosser, who 
has declined to serve on the new board of 
education. The matter was not mentioned 
during the session and for the present at 
least the new board will have to transact 
its business one member short. 

When asked about the failure of the first 
ward councilmen to make a nomination for 
Judge Rosser’s Successor, Messrs. Camp 
and Barnes, of that ward, stated that they 
had been unable to agree upon a candidate 
for the place and had decided to allow the 
matter to go over awhile. 

Mr. Barnes stated that it was not true 


that Mr. Aaron Haas had been slated for. 


the place, and that no deal had been made 
whereby he is to be elected to the place 
as stated heretofore. 

Mr. Barnes said the delay in selecting 
Judg Rosser’s successor was due to the 
fact that Mr. Camp, his associate, had 
been unable to decide which of the thou- 
sands of Atlanta ladies he desires to put 
in the board of education. 

Mr. Camp said he and Mr. Barnes had 
agreed to meet one day this week and play 
a game of marbles to settle the issue, the 
winner to select the board of education 
member.

Council Releases a Concern from Mi- 


tion for Five Years. 


HOT DISCUSSION ON PETITION 


Atlanta Paper Company Said It 
Would Move Out of Town If 


Exemption Was Not Made. 


There was a spirited debate among coun- 
cilmen at the session yesterday afternoon 
on the question of exempting manufactur- 
ing corporations from taxation on machin- 
ery and buildings owned by them. 

The precedent was established that un- 
der certain circumstances exemptions will 
be made, but this precedent was set ofly 


ter, participated in by nearly all of the 
members of the general council, 

The question came up on a report of 
the tax committee, consisting of Alderman 
Dimmock, Alderman Rice, Alderman Hirsch 
and Councilman Peters and Alderman 
Woodward. The committee reported favor- 
ably a petition of the Atlanta Paper Com- 
pany to be allowed an exemption on their 
machinery and building, which is to be 
erected by the company. The time asked 
is five years. 

When the petition was read Councilman 
Lumpkin quietly arose and wanted to know 
what reasons actuated the tax committee 
in agreeing to exempt the corporation from 
taxes for five years. 

Alderman Rice said the committee 
thought it good policy to make such ex- 
emptions to encourage the establishment 
of manufactories. 

Mr. Lumpkin Makes a Point. 

Mr. Lumpkin said if that was the only 
reason to be advanced he thought it bad 
policy to exempt any unless all manufac- 
turers are exempted. : 

“Why, there is one big concern here 
which has been exempted from taxation for 
fifteen years and its proprietors have 
grown rich to the point that they were able 
to retire from business and go to Europe 
for their health. That firm was able to pay 
the taxes required of them. The little 
fellows must pay and if they don’t you 
close up their business, I am making no 
fight on the Atlanta Paper Company. It 
is a worthy concern and is entitled to the 
consideration of the city, but it should not 
be established as a precedent that these 
big corporations can come here and get ex- 
amption from taxation while every small 
factory owner must pay his taxes or quit 
business, These people have plenty of 
money and they get benefits for their taxes. 
We offer them fire, police and other pro- 
tections and I say it is not right to re- 
lease them from paying unless we are go- 
ing to exempt everybody in the manufac- 
turing business.’’ 

Councilman Howard said all manufac- 
turers should be given the same privileges. 
All should be exempted from taxation or 
none. 

Councilman Thompson said cértain gen- 
tlemen wanted to establish a $75,000 plow 
factory last year if the city would exempt 
the company from taxation. It was denied 
by the tax committee. It was not right to 
show partiality in such matters. 

Alderman Woodward said the Atlanta 
Paper Company had represented that un- 
less they secured the exemption asked for 
the company would buy a lot outside of 
the city limits and erect its factory, los- 
ing to the city the benefit of the business. 

After further disc Mr. Lumpkin 
moved an amendment that all manufactur- 
ers in the city be exemapted from taxation, 
but he withdrew the amendment later. 

How the Councilmen Voted. 

The petition of the company was then 
granted by the following vote: : 

Yeas—Barnes, Camp; Adamson, Howard, 
Stephens, Hutchison and Peters—7. 

Nays—Lumpkin, Thompson and Culker- 
son—3. ; 

The petition now goes to the aldermanic 
board and it will be concurred in by that 
body.

COUNCIL ASKS 


FOR THE CONTRACT 


Courthouse Deal Agreement Not Tar. 
nished to the Body. 


OBJECTION MADE TO TERMS 


Woodward Wants the City To Have 
Fee Simple Title. 


CONTRACT SHOULD HAVE BEEN REFERRED 


A Resolution That the Trade Be De- | 
clared Off Unless the City Is 
Left Free To Act. 


The purchase of the county courthouse 
by the city of Atlanta was the subject of 
an interesting discussion in the council 
reeting yesterday afternoon. 

The contract entered into between Mayor 
Collier and the county commissioners was 
the basis of the debate and it was stated 
that the council had been ignored in the 
matter, not having been furnished with a 
copy of the contract. 

The agreement entered into between the 
city and the commissioners is to the effect 
that the city shall always occupy the court- 
house building as a city hall, provided the 
county continues to live in the new court- 
house to be erected by it on the adjoining 
lot. 

This agreement binds the city to forever 
use the courthouse and this is what excep- 
tion is taken to by certain members of the 
council. 

Mr. Woodward, of the aldermanic board, 
broughf the matter up. He introduced a res- 
olution during the reading of the appor- 
tlonment sheet providing that no money 
shall be paid on the courthouse trade, 
unless it is understood and agreed that the 
city will receive a fee simple title to the 
property when the fuil amount has been 
paid, giving the city the right to use or 
dispose of the property as it may desire. 

Mr. Woodward’s Resolution. 


The resolution is as follows: 

“Resolved. That the apportionment of 
$30,000 as first annual payment of $150,000 to 
Fulton county for the courthouse site, is 
made and agreed to by the general council 
with the distinct understanding that a 
clear and fee simple title, without any con- 
ditions whatever, is to be given to the city 


upon the last payment, and upon the coun- 


ty authorities refusing to accede to said 
conditions, all agreements and proposed 
a are hereby declared null and 
void.“ 

Mr. Woodward said he wanted the city to 
be free in making such a trade and he 
wanted it to have a foe simple titile wich- 
out conditions. 


Mayor Collier Explains. 


Mayor Collier was asked to explain and 
he said the terms of the trade had been 
based on the very ground that the city 
wanted the building for a city hall and that 
it was thé purpose t keep the city and 
county together indefinitely, It was one of 
the best features of the agreement and the 
one which gave more general satisfaction. 
He thought no obstacle should be thrown 
in the way of the trade and intimated fhat 
Mr. Woodward's resolution was an obsta- 
cle. | 

Acting city attorney, Colonel T. B. Feld- 
er, said he thought the resolution would 
seriously embarrass the trade. He said the 
city woulll get a fee simple title, but would 
be bound by the contract made by the 
mayor. 

Hadn’t Heard About Tt. 

Mr. Lumpkin said the had never seen the 
contract or heard of it, except through the 
newspapers, and that it seemed te him that 
members of the council have to goto the 
newspapers for information. He understood 
that the trade had already been made, how- 
ever, and he thought the council ought to 
stand by the mayor. W the council had 
acted hastily it ought to approve the action 
of its mayor. 

Mr. Woodward said the contract ought to 
have been referred to thé council. He had 
never heard of it and would not have voted 
for the purchase of the courthouse on the 
conditions in the contract. 

After further discussion the resolution of 
Mr. Woodward was referred to the city 
attorney with a request of the latter that he 
furnish the council a copy of the contract 
— by the mayor and the county commis- 

oners. 


What Chairman\Adair Says. 


Chairman Adair, of the commissioners, 
was asked about the matter last night. He 
said the county sold the courthouse with 
the understanding that the city would use 
it for a city hall and that the county would 
not have offered it at such a price to be 
used for any other purpose. e said the 
county has bound itself to remain in the 
new courthouse and so long as it does 
so the city under the contract will have to 
live in the city hall bought by it, or a new 
one on the same lot. 


TELEPHONE TAXES ARRANGED 


The Southern Bell Is To Pay the City 
$2,500 Annually. 

The Southern Bell Telephone Company 
has submitted a proposition to the city 
council whereby its taxes are to be paid 
in a lump sum of $2.50 per annum. Of 
that amount $2,000 is to be used by the 
city in telephone service. The remaining 
$500 is to be paid in cash. The company 
is to put in ten additional police boxes 
for the city. Should the company increase 
its property holdings it is to pay taxes 
on same as usual. Alderman Rice said the 
proposition is fair and that the city will 
get about $1,400 more each year from the 
company. The council accepted the propo- 
sition.

She was arrested on lower Decatur street 
by Bailiff Paine, of Judge Landrum’s court, 
for larceny after trust. The negro submit- 
ted to the arrest without any comment, 
and was walking quietly with the bailiff 
until they struck Ivy street. 

Annie Jackson, the negro who swore out 
the warrant, was following in the rear, ac- 
companied by several of her friends. When 
the party was near the courtroom of Judge 
Landrum the fury that had quietly been 
burning in the bosom of Annie Brown 
broke forth. With a loud curse she tore 
loose from the bailiff and proceeded to 
gather up bottles and whatever she could 
get her hands on, and let fly at her prose- 
cutors. It took only a few seconds for her 
to route these enemies, who flew pell-mell 
down the middle of Decatur street. 

Bailiff Paine, attempted to handcuff the 
little negro, when she turned on him. The 
sidewalk in the vicinity was wiped clean. 
Seemingly without any effort she laid the 
helpless bailiff on his back. 

The patrolman on the Decatur street 
beat came to the rescue. Annie Brown, 
flushed with her victories, turned on the 
bluecoat, and until the club came in con- 
tact with her head, she was giving the 
officer of the law the worst of it. 

Handcuffed and bleeding she was almost 
carried into the courtroom. The case was 
called at once. The prisoner refused to 
open her mouth. Once she made an effort 
to leave her chair and go for the judge’s 
stand, but the officers of the court pre- 
vented. 

The bailiffs were instructed to carry her 
to jail to await trial, as she refused to 
rake answer when she was asked if she 
could give the hundred-dollar bond. At the 
jail she repeated the Decatur street per- 
formance. She refused to enter the door. 
The jailer, with his assistants and the court 
bailiffs combined, succeeded in doubling her 
up and getting her on the inside. 

She refused to go up the steps to the 
negro quarters and there was trouble again. 
The officers were tired of her and proceed- 
ed to put her in the dungeon. | 

“She is the worst I ever saw,” said Judge 
Landrum, speaking about the scene in the 
courtrcom. “I think she is crazy, as I 
never saw a sane person with such a 
peculiar look in her eyes.”’ 

Bailiff Paine, who proved to be a good man 
in the scuffle, regardless of being thrown 
down and rolled over the sidewalks, was 
positive she was insane. 

J have run against a number of hard 
cases, but this nigger breaks the record.” 

The prosecutors, who made rapid flight 
down Decatur street before the onslaught 
of the negro, have not been seen Since.

A day of reckoning will surely 
come, and it always comes when least ex- 
pected, and when one is least prepared to 
meet it. 

“Counsel for the defendant have offered 
proof as to his good character. Such proof 
Bhould be taken into consideration by 
courts and juries in determining upon guilt 
and punishment therefor. 

“This case is but another instance of 
one living a true life for many years and 
falling by the wayside at an evil moment, 
hardly knowing how or when. I have nev- 
er known good character more satisfacto- 
rily proven than in this case. If love of his 
section and gallant defense of home and 
state, both in war and in times when we 
were threatened by worse than war, can go 
to make up an estimate of character, this 
man comes before the court with all the 
protection that such character should give. 

“If strong and loving friends could by 
their influence and prayers save, this de- 
fendant would walk from this courthouse 
a free man, and nothing would give me, 
personally, greater pleasure than to gratify 
their wishes. 

The Demand of Justice. 

“But I owe a duty to justice. I owe a 
duty to law and to the public. By repent- 
ance, pain and suffering; the defendant 
has done much to make amends for his 
gin. If these can be taken into account, 
he has made restoration up to the four- 
fold standard of Zacheus of old; hut he 
must yet do more as an example to the 
public, which must be taught that such 
offenses as this cannot and will not be 
allowed. ; 

“In fixing the sentence of the court in 
this case I have given due consideration to 
the recommendation of an honest jury, who 
in writing a true verdict gave voice to the 
sympathy of hearts moved to pity by the 
sad condition of a once gallant, true man. 

„ have tried to remember all the good 
in the defendant’s life, and to look upon 
the bad with all the charity of one who 
realizes the importance to all of us of re- 
membering the words of Him who said, 
‘Let him that thinketh he stands, take 
heed lest he fall.’ 

„As this case is unlike all others that I 
have met with, so the sentence must not 
be considered as in any way being a pre- 
cedent for any other case that may follow. 

„1 shall impose as light a penalty as is 
possible under the circumstances. Let the 
defendant pay a fine of $500 and be con- 
fined in the county jail for three months, 
or in default of the fine, serve three 
months on the public works.“ 

Cooper Gives Bond. 

As soon as the sentence of the court was 
delivered, Cooper was conducted to the 
sheriff’s office, where he was released, and 
accompanied by an officer, left the court- 
house for the purpose of giving bond. 

The bond was fixed by Judge Candler in 
the sum of $2,000, and was readily secured. 
Mr. J. D. Collins and Mr. L. B. Folsom are 
the sureties of the bond. 

The bill of exceptions, which were signed 
by Judge Candler yesterday afternoon, will 
go direct to the supreme court, and there 
will be no motion for a new trial filed at 
all. ahe only exceptions which were made 
was as to the overruling of the special 
demurrer which was entered by the de- 
fense at the beginning of the trial. 

Mr. Cooper stated yesterday that he was 
sure the supreme court would pass. favor- 
ably upon his case, and he hopes he will 
in the end be acquitted of the charge upon 
which he now stands convicted.

Brown will leave Atlanta carly this morn- 
ing for the camp, and will remain through- 
out the entire encampment. He will be in 
command of the troops and will see that 
the boys do their full duty and receive 
much practical benefit in army training 
therefrom. 

All the militia will be dressed in their 
fatigue uniforms, and during the encamp- 
ment will be put through such military 
tactics as will equip them to enter active 
service. While the boys regard the event 
rather in the light of a vacation, yet they 
will be required to do some hard work, 
and their time will not be their own, as 
they will be subject to the orders of their 


superiors. 

None of the Atlanta companies will be 
there this year. The appropriation is not 
sufficient to take the military of the whole 
state into camp, therefore the local com- 
panies only get to camp every two years. 
The entire Fifth regiment was at Camp 
Northen last year, and the First, Third and 
Sixth regiments and Chatham Artillery will 
compose the list this year. These compa- 
nies are from the sections of the state 
around Savannah, Augusta and Athens. 

What the Boys Will Do. 

The boys will have to hustle out of bed 
at 4:30 o’clock every morning when the 
drums announce reveille. From 5:30 to 6:30 
there will be a battalion or company drill, 
after which the soldiers will enjoy hearty 
breakfasts. 

The companies will practice guard mount- 
ing at 8 o’clock and policing camp at 9 
o’clock. The inspection of camp will occur 
at 10 o'clock and the officers will hold their 
daily meeting from 11 to 12 o’clock. Dinner 
will be served at 12:30, there will be anoth- 
er company or battalion drill in the after- 
noon, a parade at sunset, besides the daily 
guard duty and rifle firing. 

It will be seen therefore that the boys 
will have little time to devote to amuse- 
ments. True they will have the evenings to 
themselves, when they will no doubt paint 
Griffin a lurid red, but the men will have 
to be careful in their demeanor or the eagle 
eyed officers may catch them napping. 

Captain Oscar Brown stated yesterday he 
had several new features in guard prac- 
tice and field work he will introduce, and 
in which he hopes to make the men pro- 
ficient.

Comptrolicr General William A. Wright 
has returned from Chicago, where he wont 
last week for the purpose of investigating 
the condition of a life insurance company 

of that city. 

Captain Wright, together with the in- 
surance commissioners of the states of 
Ohio and Illinois, was selected to investi- 
gate the condition of this company and 
make report to the officers and policy 
holders.

Alleged Railroad Receiver Liberated 
from dall Yesterday. 


HE GAVE A $1,500 BOND 


Order Releasing Him Was Signed by | 


Judge Berry. 


DROUGHT SAYS HE WAS PERSECUTED 


The Direction Given the Case Yester- 
day Practically: Disposes of the 
Prosecution. 


After having been in jail for more than 
five months, A. E. Drought, the alleged 
receiver of the Florida Midland railroad, 
was released upon his own bond, which was 
signed in the sum of $1,500. 

Drought was carried before Judge Berry 
just before the city court adjourned for 
the day. Colonel Jordan, Drought’s attor- 
ney, stated that his client was being held 
without any reason, as the supreme court 
had passed upon the case and there was 
no reason now why Drought should be 
further confined. 

After Judge Berry had conferred with 
Solicitor O’Neill, he signed an order pro- 
viding that Drought should be released as 
soon as he gave a bond in the sum of $1,509. 
This bond was promptly made, and a few 
seconds later was approved by the sheriff, 
after which Drought left the courtroom. 

It will be remembered that Drought was 
arrested several months ago upon a war- 
rant which was issued at the instance of 
Eady & Mayfield, who charged that 
Drought was guilty of being a common 
cheat and swindler. They alleged that 
Drought, who represented himself to be 
the receiver of the Florida Midland rail- 
road, had sold to them certain bonds which 
they declared were worthless. 

After a number of arrests and several 
habeas corpus trials, Drought was convict- 
ed in the city criminal court before Judge 
Berry and was sentenced to pay a fine of 
$1,000. The case was appealed to the su- 
preme court by Colonel Jordan and the 
appeal was passed upon a few days ago, 
finding that the verdict upon which 
Drought was convicted was 
the law and the evidence in the case. 
Drought then expected to be released, but 


Judge Berry ordered him held until Solici- 


tor O’Neill could go to Florida and secure, 
if possible, additional evidence against 
Drought. 

Solicitor O'Neill has not gone to Florida, 
and upon the showing that was made yes- 
terday by Droughtjs attorney, Judge Berry 
signed the order feleasing Drought. 

“T have been persecuted instead of pros- 
ecuted,”” said Drought yesterday after he 
had been released. “It has been fortunate 
for me that I was not married, and as it 
is there has been nobody to worry about 
me. I was sure of a final acquittal, for 
I knew I had done no wrong. I knew I 


would go free in the end, but I have been 


considerably worried on account of the 
delay there has been in releasing me after 
the supreme court decided my case. It 
seemed as the judge would never allow me 
to be released, although I don’t see how 
or why T was held. 

“T never have been guilty of any criminal 
action or any milsrepresentation. When 1 
sold Eady & Mayfield those certificates 1 
told them they were good. I will tell them 
the same thing now if I were asked. The 
certificates are the first lien upon the rail- 
road and all that is necessary is for suit 
to be filed and the money will be secured 
just as I have told them. > 

“My arrest and prosecution and perse- 
cution was done only to intimidate me in 
making a compromise. I have been re- 
peatedly visited in jail and asked if I would 
not compromise the case. As soon as it 
was found that I would not compromise, 
the order for release was signed. That is 
the true situation.” 

Drought says he has not yet made up 
his plans for the future, but will probably 
return to his home in Florida.
